privileges. Each of its students is, in a very real sence, get- 
ting help from the state treasury. In dismissing students who 
fail to study, the university is simply protecting the taxpay- 
ers' interests.

ard' Gardiner, president of the Navy 
League, said MpHday\that President' 
Hoover's naval attitude called for a 
"Congressional investigation into his 
entire conduct of naval affairs." 


Meantime, the prospect that Con- 


gress would inquire into the contro- 
versy between Mr. Hoover and the 
Navy League grew. Chairman Hale of 
the Senate Naval Commitee said he 
planned to introduce a bill calling for 
building the navy to limits of the Lon- 
don treaty. 


He estimated it would ask authori- 


zation for new ships costing between 
$800,000,000 and 5900,000,000. There is 
little doubt that ,in this and other leg- 
islation, the entire dispute will be re- 
viewed.

In- 
stead, Gardiner reaffirmed Monday his 
feeling that Mr. Hoover knows very 
little about the navy. 


Gardiner centered upon a' proposal 


by Mr. Hoover over a year ago that 
food supplies should be immune from 
interference in time of war. He said 
it was inconceivable that anyone who 
understands the situation could have 
made' such a suggestion, adding the 
alternative was to consider the propos- 
al as the "ill-advised nostrum," of a 
layman.
